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Continuation of 11: Applicant argues in Remarks/Arguments filed 1/16/2007 pages 5-7 in detail that prior art of record (and more 
specifically Boucher) fails to read on the limitations of the claimed invention because Boucher does not teach a system wherein "no hash 
functios or table management functions which would incur software utilization and time are needed" and further "to avoid synchronization 
issues between hardware and software, the reads and writes to CT entries and system memory are made through the hardware." 
Examiner would like to point out that the above argument is moot due to the fact that the above alledged deficiency is clearly absent from 
the claim language presently recited and that if the Applicant wishes to use the above argument to overcome the prior art, future 
amendments should reflect such intentions. As is currently recited, the claimed invention simply requires "a hardware subsystem 
'configured* to process frames..." Boucher teaches the above limitation in the cited reference of previous office action. Additionally, even 
if the above limitation was included in the claim langague, Boucher in Col. 4, Lines 6-10 discloses "The specialized microprocessor and 
the host (both hardwares) intelligently choose whether a given message or portion of a message is processed by the microprocessor 
(hardware) or the host stack (software)." Therefore it is the position of the Examiner that prior art of record still reads on the claimed 
invention. 
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
